It is said the negroes organized for 
defense, and early this morning, after 
midnight, when the night riders visit- 
ed the home of Will Atwater, a negro, 
for the purpose of whipping him, they 
met with resistance. A fight ensued, in 
which many shots were fired, Will At- 
water being fatally wounded, and a 
white man, who was with the night 
riders, also being probably fatally shot. 

The night riders were all masked, 
and they removed their wounded com- 
panion; and. are said to have secreted 
him. 

Crisis Reported Reached, 

J. W. Woodall, a large planter, who 
lives near Milner, telephoned here early 
tonight that a crisis had been reached, 
and that aid was needed to prevent 
further racial clashes. 

Woodall says that the negro Atwater 
is dead and that the white man who 
was wounded in the fight at Atwater’s 
home has also died. The identity of 
the white man is being kept secret.. 

Cause of Trouble Unknown. 

Just what caused the outbreak of 
night riding against the negrose is 
not Know'n, but it ig alleged that it has 


been going on for some weeks and that 
scores of negroes have been whipped. 

The sheriff of Pike county has been 
communicated with at Zebulon ‘and it 
is understood that he will proceed to 
Milner to investigate ang if possible 
to stop the trouble. 

Troops May Be Needed. 

Mr. Woodall, in telephoning here to- 
night, strongly intimated that he

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 14.—~ 
Colonel Tomlinson Fort, aged 71. a 
leading lawyer, confederate veteran 
and public man of this city, dropped 
dead this morning. He was a native 
of Milledgeville, Ga., but had lived in 
Chattanooga since 1867. Hé was may- 
or of Chattanooga from 1876 to 1878. 

Colonel Fort was a native of Geor- 
gia and belonged to one of the oldest 
families of that state, the lineage run- 
ning back to colonial days. He came 
to Chattanooga about forty year@ ago 
and was one of the prominent figures 
in the development of this city after 
the civil war. He was elected mayor 
in 1875. and for many vears he was 
a member of the city council and later 
served several tarms as a member and 
chairman of the board of public 
works. He accumulated much property 
and left an estate valued at probably 


$200,000, He was a confederate veteran 
and a Mason. 

One Brother and Three Sisters. 

Colonel Fort is survived by one 
brother, Dr. John P. Fort, of Acusens, 
Ga.; and three sisters, Mrs. Frances 
Fort Brown, widow of the late Julius 
L. Brown, of Atlanta, now residing in 
Chattanooga; Mrs. Sarah Fort Milton, 
of Knoxville, Tenn., and Miss Kate 
Fort, of Chattanooga, with whom he 
lived. His nephew, George Fort Mii- 
ton, is president and editor of The 
Chattanooga News and The Knoxville 
Sentinel. Colonel Fort never marri 

Colonel Fort visited Atlantagtwieg. 
representing his sister, Mrs. 
Brown, in the settlement of the cone 
troversy over the will of the late Jue 
lius L. Brown. In his will Mr. Browg 
bequeathed a highly prized Masonic 
emblem to Colonel Fort, they having 
been close friends. 

Sketch of Colonel Fort. 

Colonel Fort was born in Milledge- 
ville, Ga., April 26, 1829, and was one 
of the thirteen children of Dr. and 
Mrs. Tomlinson Fort. He graduated 
from Oglethorpe university, and was~ 
one of the honor men of his class. 

He was admitted to the bar at Mii- 
ledgeville in 1859, before which time 
he had studied law in the office of 
Colonel George A. Gordon, of Savan- 
nah. 

He reported the sessions of the legis- 
lature for several newspapers during 
the winters of 1857-59, 1860 and 1861, 
and in the spring of 1861 entered the 
confedérate army. Governor Joseph E. 
Brown appointed Mr. Fort first lieu- 
tenant in the First Georgia regtigese. 
one of the two regiments rat gomored 
raised. He had ben an arde seces- 
sionist and entered with zea: upon his 
duties. He was silightiy rrvounded at 
the battle of Jobd's Island, south Caroe- 
lina, and was shortly after attacked

The latter named and Charies Rosen- 
baum were rescued alive, but Ritchie 
succumbed to his injuiries. Rosen- 
baum’'’s injuries are slight and he is 
able to walk. 

The explosion came without a mo- 
ment’'s warning and it is believed to 
have been caused by an accumulation 
The 
air shaft was thought to be in good 
condition and nothing of the kind was 
expected. The same mine, however, 
had a similar explosion three years 
azo, in which six men were killed. As 
soon as the news of the explosion had 
spread to other nearby mining opera- 
tions, of which there are a number in 
the vicinity, rescue parties were 
formed and conveyed to the scene by 
special trains and private conveyances, 
but nothing could be done except bring 
out the dead bodies. Only slight dam- 
aze was done to the mine. 

The wives and children and other 
relatives of the missing men were at- 
tracted to the scene of death by the 
loud report of the explosion, and weep- 
ing and praying, they Kept up cease- 
less begging for heip to save their 
loved ones.

Carnegie Would End 


Internation’! War. 


| Latest Benefaction of Iron Mas- 


ter Placed in the Hands of 
Twenty-Seven Trustees---Con- 


gressman Howard, of Geor- 


gia, Member of Board. 


Washington, December 14.—Surround- 
ed by twenty-seven trustees of his 
choosing, comprising former cabinet 
members, ex-ambassadors, college pro- 
fessors, lawyers and educators, Andrew 
Carnegie today transferred $10,000,000 
in 5 per cent (first-mortgage bonds, 
value $11,500,000, to be devoted pri- 
marily to the establishment of uni- 
versal peace by the abolition of war 
between nations and such friction as 
may impair “the progress and happi- 
ness of man.” 

When wars between nations 
have ceased, the fund is to be applied 
to such altruistic purposes as will “best 
help man in his glorious ascent onward 
and upward,” by the banishment of 
the “most degrading evil or evils” then 
harassing mankind.

COL. WATTERSON 
TALKS TARIFE 


Conference Agrees Upon 
No Definite Action. 


Brushwood Cleared at Meeting 
of Democratic Members of 
- Ways and Means Committee, 
Kentucky Members and Colo- 


nel Watterson. 


Washington, December 14.—No defi- 
nite plan of tariff revision was agreed 
upon at the conference Monday night 
between the democratic members of 
the ways and means committee, the 
democratic members of the Kentucky 
delegation, George Harvey, of New 
York, and Henry Watterson, editor of 
The Louisvilie Courier-Journal, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by Mr. Wat- 
terson tonight. 

“Some brushwood was got out of the 
way and a clearing made in the 
labyrinth. of confusion and misunder- 
standing which always guards the ap- 
proaches to the robber castle of pro- 
tectionism,” said Mr. Watterson, as he 
told of the consensus of opinion which 
prevailed at the conference. He de- 
clared that “the principle of revenue 
opposed to the principle of protection 
as the bedrock of whatever plan the 
Ways and means committee of the in- 
coming house would adopt,” was the 
general idea of those present at the 
meeting. 

He said that a tentative committee 
on ways and means soon would confer 
with the newly elected members of the 
housé and the work of collecting data, 
which “cannot be obtained by the gov- 
ernment, and must be relegated to ex- 
perts employed for the purpose,” would 
be begun at once. 

“Many democrats are clamoring for 
radical declarations and drastic meas- 
ures, quite forgetting that after the 
Cleveland program of 1894-95 we are 
back where We were in 1875,” declared 
Mr. Wiatterson, emphasizing the need 
of educating the country again in 
preparation for a change from the pro- 
tective to the revenue system. “The 
democratic party is not an architect of 
ruin or destruction, but a builder which 
it will show itself if entrusted with 
complete power and repsonsibility as it 
did it in the enactment of the Walker 
tariff. 

Mr. Watterson characterized the 
tariff as the “king-pin” of political agi- 
tation. “Tariff commissions,” he said 
further, “are merely schemes for delay 
and pleas in abeyance. The question 
will never be settled until it is settled 
right, and it can never he settled right 
except on a revenue basis, because the 
government has no right in equity or 
law to levy and collect a dollar of tax- 
ation except for its own support. 

“The real question, therefore, for the 
manufacturers, to consider is whether 
they will let us democrats settle it on 
the revenue basis, or, following the 
example set them by the planters of 
the south with respect to slavery, they 
will leave it to be settled during some 
period of commercial and _ industria] 
famine by the mob.”

Toward the end of his lecture he 
made special reference to the gift as 
providing the means of making “reai 
progress in bringing about the resuits 
which Mr. Carnegie desires to achieve.’ 

“He is entitled to the hearty praise 
of all good citizens here,” said Col. 
Roosevelt, “and of all patriots in ali

THE TYRANNY OF MAWKISHNESS. 


Contending that the universal demand for executive clemency 
ini capital and other criminal offenses tends to put a premium upon 
crime, Governor Joseph M. Brown declares that “pistol-carrying 
and murders will never decrease until the certainty of punishment, 
sufficient and severe, is established beyond question.” 

The governor is eminently correct. 

Next to baneful technicality-and antiquated judicial procedure, 
mawkish sentimentality’ contributes. most largely to thee ineffi- 
ciency of law in this country, and the increasing handicap of the 
courts in dealing with crimes of a serious nature. 

The principle is illustrated in the recent Crippen case in Eng- 
land. Impartial trial, appeal, condemrmation and execution ran a 
swift course, with all-the power and majesty of the law standing 
between the vindication of justice and maudlin popular appeals 
for mercy. | 
. Petitions containing thousands of signatures were foist upon 
the British authorities, but they were disregarded and the law 
took its due course. There was no sound reason why it should 
not have done so. The merits and humanities of the case had 
been exhaustively canvassed. To have substituted mistaken 
whisperings of mercy for the stern mandate of the law would have 
been to bring the latter into hopeless weakness and disrepute. 

In America there is no guarantee that the lachrymose ele- 


ment would not have prevailed, and a convicted murderer allowed | 


to escape with a life sentence, destined to commutation in the 
long run. 

The universal American tendency to yield to such: sentimental 
urgings is one explanation of the indictment of our country as a 
“nation of killers.” 

It is an unpleasant thing, of course, to apply the extreme pen- 
alty of the law to any human being. In the natural revulsion 
against death administered on the gallows or in the electric chair, 
we are apt to forget the crime; to forget that the certainty of pun- 
ishment is one of society’s devices for self-protection and _ self- 
preservation, and that with the slayer the dread of the law is as 
effective as in Burns’ line— 

“The fear o’ hell’s the hangman's whip, to keep the wretch in order.” 

. Remove the fear of doom by statute, and you strike at one 
of the foremost defenses of society against the inroads of chaos. 

If in time of war men treated deserters and spies as we now 
do criminals, no cause would be safe, no country secure. 


And there is no certainty that the man whose self-wrought 
a 


plight enlists your pleadings today may not turn his violence 
against you or your friend tomorrow.

SECRET 
CREATES FURORE 


Points Out 
Army’s Weakness. 


Dickinson 


Sensational Document Sent to 
House by Secretary of War. 
Country Inadequately Pro- 
tected Against Invasion From 
Foreign Governments. 


Washington, December 14.—A sensa- 
tional report from the war department 
showing how the country -was inade- 
quately protected against invasion 
from foreign governments was sent to 
the house today, and, after a number 
of conferences and hurried telephone 
messages, was returned to the war 
department on the ground that the 
house could not receive a secret report. 

With 391 members of that body, the 
contents of the report would stand a 
chance of leaking out to the public 


immediately. 

Members who saw the document be- 
fore its withdrawal say it is a report 
of Secretary Dickinson; points out that 
the country is wholly unprepared; that 
there is a woeful inadequacy of men, 
of guns and of ammunition; that the 
army should be reorganized, and that 
a council of national defense, with the 
secretary of war at its head, should be 
created by congress. 

Official Admission to Army’s Ineffi- 
clency. 

The report of General Wood, which 
was marked “confidential,” dealt with 
these matters and gave official admis- 
sion to matters that are of more or 
less common knowledge among army 
and navy experts in this country and 
abroad. In fact, the real significance 
of the document is that it makes offi- 
cial admissions of these conditions. 

General Wood, in his testimony be- 
fore the house military committee to- 
day, furnished some of the most inter- 
esting information ever given before 
that body. He discussed the whole sub- 
ject of national defense, told where 
the weak points lay, and laid particular 
emphasis on the possibility of attack 
from the Orient. He did not give vent 
to any alarmist views as to danger of 
any immediate invasion, but talked con- 
fidentially of the need of changes as 
prudent and valuable to guard against 
trouble from Japan or China.

DECIDEDLY FIRMER 
Market Closed Steady at Net 


Advance of 15 to 19 
Points. 


New York, December 14.—The cotton 
market was more active and decidedly 
firmer today on covering, buying by 
spot houses and bull support, attrib- 
uted to expectations of a bullish cen- 
Sus report next week and bullish esti- 
mates of the world’s probable require- 
ments. The market closed steady ata 
net advance of 15@19 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 8@10 points, on better cables 
than expected and private advices 
from Liverpool reporting that a lead- 
ing English trade authority reiterated 
a crop estimate of 11,600,000 bales and 
estimated the seuson’s requirements at 
12,500,000 bales. tealizing was very 
heavy around 15.35 for May and dur- 
ing the late forenoon prices eased off 
5 or 6 points from the best, but the 
offerings were gradually absorbed, and 
as soon as the pressure of long cotton 
diminished the market turned firmer 
again on covering by early sellers, 
but support and reports ef a better spot 
demand. May contracts sold up to 
14.44, or 19 points above the closing 
figures of last night, and within 6 
points of the high record for the sea- 
son. The close was only a point or 
two off from the top under realizing. 
A statement by a prominent banker on 
the foreign exchange market was to 
the effect that 90 per cent of the coft- 
ton bills for the entire season had al- 
ready been handled attracted consider- 
able attention as suggesting a con- 
tinued rapid export movement and to- 
day’s exports brought the total for the 
seagon up to 3,637.000 bales, comper- 
sing with 3,340,000 for the same date 
last year. 

Southern spot markets officially re- 
ported early were generally 1-16 to % 
higher. Private reports from the south 
-eantinued very bullish as to ginning 
for thé last period, many of them 
claiming that even less cotton had 
been gianed than for the same period 
last year.

In filling sewer forms, the concrete must be 
with such special tools as to force 
the stone back one-half inch from the sides, 
and the mortar shall be of such consistency as 
The capacity 
of the sewer being dependent upon its smooth- 
ness, special stress must be 
smoothness of the finished surface of the in- 
side. 

An Important Provision. 

The following important provision 
is made in the specifications: ? 

Any work not herein particularly specified, 
but which may be fairly implied as part of 
the contract, of which the city engineer shall 
be the judge, shall be performed byithe con- 
tractor without extra charge. Any material or 
labor required for the work, but not fairly im- 
plied as pert of the contract and not herein 
specified, shall be furnished by the contractor 
at cost plus 15 per cent. : 

City. Engineer Clayton’ estimated 
that the sections of the intercepting 
sewer not provided for in the ~bids 
would cost $61,000. This would leave 
about $200,000 for the sewers (for 
which’ contracts are to be let, as the 


‘total appropriation for the whole work 


is $260,0vv. The sections not to be 
let at this time include a section near 
the plant, which cannot be built until 
the plant is definitely located, and 
two sectiong from the Butler sewer 
outfall, which is already temporarily 
provided for by a 24-inch sewer. 

The new sewers are to be 48-inch 
and to be made of concrete on the 
monolithic plan. 

Good Werk by City Engineer. 

Fhe specifications call for a comple- 
tion of the sewer work within nine 
months and .1e disposal plant within 
eighteen months. This discrepancy 
was made because it is contemplated 
to utilize the sewer as fast as it is 
built and thus afford relief to the city 
along the route by empting the sew- 
age into the branches as each section 
is completed. 

The commission and the sewer com- 
mittee complimented the city engineer 
on the close estimates he had made.

And at 4 o'clock 
the fiying program of the day—the 
initial program of The Journal’s three 
days’ meet—will close. 

But, in the meantime— 

Things that would have made our 
forefathers doubt their sanity will hap- 
pen in those two hours between 2 and 
4 o’clock. In that period man-made 
birds will fly about through the air on 
giant wings, the size of which has not 
been known since lizards were giants. 
These same man-birds, each carrying @ 
human soul on wings of steel and silk, 
will have done all manner of stunts 
befor@ 4 o'clock strikes.

Includes Everything. 

The program of the whole meet, 
stretching through three days, includes 
everything that an aeroplane has ever 
done or attempted to do on an aviation 
field setting.

Neither can Philadelphia 
and New York be imported for the oc- 
casion, so that the aviators could race 
between those cities. But the field is 
here, and it’s one of the best in the 
whole country—one of the few very 
best, if we accept the fulsome praises 
that the air-men bestow rpon it. 

Thursday’s program is but a part of 
a list of big stunts that Atlanta and 
her visitors will have seen before Sat- 
urday evening. Between now and that 
time the crowds at the Speedway will 
have seen every form of flight known 
to air-men, performed at the very best 
that keen rivalry can inspire. It will 
have been aeroplane racing, automobile 
and aeroplane racing, bomb-dfropping, 
endurance tests, and trials for the 
world’s record of altitude. 

If any of the present records are 
smashed, Atlanta becomes famous on 
tne spot, and the air-men of the coun- 
try will jostle each other to get here 
and go the new record one better. 

Records May Be Broken. 

And the chances are great that some 
of the records will be broken. The 
air-men say so themselves. They re- 
gard Atlanta's aviation fleld se very!

They 
point to its flat barrenness, its freedom 
at the same time from hills and air 
currents, and from trees and obstacles, 
as features distinctly in its favor. 

There is a trial for altitude Thurs- 
day afternoon—event No. 5; and it may 
be that the trial will go the record a 
few feet better. If it does, it will be 
well worth being at the Speedway to 
remember. 

It is announced that two handsome 
cups will be given as prizes during 
the aviation meet by six Atlanta mer- 
cantile firms that have come togeth- 
er and agreed to share the cost. 

One cup will be given to the avia- 
tor making the, highest altitude rec- 
ord during the meet, all flights to 
count In competition. 

The other will be given to the avia- 
tor who makes the fastest two miles 
during the meet, every flight to be a!- 
lowed in competition. 

It is significant to note that 
merchants were not asked _ to 
these cups, but worked out the idea 
voluntarily, therein showing the lib- 
erality and public spirit which marks 
all Atlanta enterprises. 

The six merchants are as follows:

Stokes Company, and J. P. Allen & Co.
